That Is what col- 
lege Is for. 

It has been charged against college 
men, and the charge is In many cases 
true, that they spend tbelr four years 
in gathering other people's Ideas to 
support the beliefs which they 
brought to college with 'them.

It is repeatedly .stated that the speech of the supposedly '"elate to you?

There 
is truth in the statement. The explanation lies chiefly in two con- 
ditions. In the first place, the democratic movement in education 
has resulted in turning out as college graduates a much larger 

proportion of men and women who come from the homes of the 1 ôr college, expected to take your piace 
relatively illiterate. Their habits of speech have been fixed by * th 1 ,n 1 k , er among thoughtful^ men 
their home associations. Careful correction of grammatical errors 
on the part of the teachers will not suffice in many cases to over- 
come these fixed habits. Moreover, school associates, in larger 
proportion than ever before, from grammar grades through col- 
lege, use the same ungrammalical forms, and thus make an influ- 
ence tending to overcome the instruction of the class room. 

"In the second place, the scientific study of language has re- 
vealed the fact that language itself is democratic. That is to say, 
usage, not authority as found in grammars and dictionaries, has 
controlled the development of speech forms, So teachers of to- 
day, with this view of language in the background of their minds, 
have unconsciously taken a more lenient attitude towards devia- 
tions from best usage, and are not so strict and earnest as they 
once were in seeking to overcome habits of ungranmiatical speech. 

"A young man. a college graduate, now teaching in one of our 
best high schools, tells me that he considers grammatical errors

J. A. DALE, M.A. (Oxon.). Maedonftld 
Professor of EdncàUon. 

The Educational Department Is not 
one of those most widely known at 
McGlll, yet tho courses offered are 
taken by many students besides those 
w ho contemplate a pedagogical career.

Prof. Dale is a native of Birming- 
ham, England. He was born in 1874. 
As a boy he attended King Edward 
VI. School at Camp HU1, and after- 
wards entered the Mason University 
College, now the University of Dlr- 
mlngham. Subsequently he became 
Classical Exhibitioner in Merton Col- 
lege at Oxford; this college conferred 
upon him the Master of Arts degree. 

Ever since his matriculation Prof. 
Dale has been closely connected with 
the universities. He has remained con- 
tinuously in the educational field. 
From 1902 until 1008 ho lectured on 
Literature and Education in connec- 
tion with the Oxford Extension Dele- 
gacy, and also to the Universities of 
Liverpool and Manchester. In 1U02-3 
ho was tutor in tbe Borough Road 
Training College, and In November, 
1907, was called to the Macdonald 
Professorship of Education In McGlll.

In the following year, when Prof, 
Dale took charge of the Department— 
If it might then be so called— we flud 
that an extensive, thorough and inter- 
esting course was offered. This can 
beet be understood by quoting from 
the Calendar: "Education for the 
Third or Fourth Year. The following 
topics will be taken up lu this course: 
"I. Leading views of the function and 
scope of education; educaUou as dis- 
cipline and as development; education 
as organized influence ou tho growth 
of mind and character. 

"II. The study of mind and charactor 
from this point of view; upon what 
educational influence ls exercised and 
by what means; the scheme of mind; 
the conscious and subconscious; the 
senses; attention; interest, memory, 
wilt, suggestion. 

"III. Experience and reaction: educa- 
tion as adaptation; the child and the 
race; the periods of growth, and their 
leading characteristics; the bearing of 
the changes on educational methods, 

"IV. The nature and development of 
knowledge, habit, Judgment; education 
as self expression; the function of 
imagination, its relation to reasoned 
Judgment, Its culture and control; the 
varieties of imagination — historic, 
scientific, social, artistic, their origin 
and training. 

"V. Education, technical, artistic and 
liberal; skiU and culture; the humani- 
ties. 

"VI. Cardinal points and decisive 
personalities in the history of cduca 
tlon." 

The credit for the development of 
the Education course as it stands to- 
day Is entirely due to Prof. Dale 

Prof.' Dale has never felt that 
courses along any one line should be 
permanent, and, consequently, has 
continually watched and studied each 
new theory of education. It would 
not be correct to call Prof. Dale a 
theorist, because he takes an equal 
Interest in the working out of the 
school curriculum. Some part of every 
summer is spent in England or on tho 
comment of Europe in studying the 
latest developments In tbe profession. 
He has come back to McGlll each fall 
prepared to imparl to bis students 
knowledgo of tbe foremost and best 
In educational thought. 

In addition to bis work at McGill 
Prof. Dale has lectured on ".School 
Management" and in "History of Edu- 
cation" at Macdonald College. 

It would be extremely difficult to 
find a student who, having completed 
his course In Education, did not speak 
with enthusiasm of It and recommend 
it to bis friends. It Is really not tbe 



his ideas clearly. He docs not believe 
it possible for the ordinary student of 
even the third or fourth years to fol- 
low the development of a subject and 
at the same time take notes that will 
bo in the least sense satisfactory. 
Prof. Dale's method is first to develop 
his subject in a conversational man- 
ner, and then to permit the class to 
ask questions about nny points that 
arc not perfectly clear: finally bc dic- 
tates a few clear, concise sentences animations 
which contain all the ideas and may 
bc written down legibly. 

It is the aim of this series of articles 
to deal '.specialy with those p''cf,.;'.- 
sors who not onlf make their influ- 
ence directly felt in tho University, 
but also directly in the surrouutliug 
community. It is undoubtedly true 
that the college professor always in- 
fluences the community through his 
students, yet how much finer it Is 
when we find n man who not only 
studies social conditions, but tries to 
improve them. 

Prof. Dale stands to-day among the 
eminent educationalists of the Do- 
minion, and his ability has been ac- 
knowledged by colleagues and con- 
temporaries. He was a delegate to the 
convention of the Dominion Educa- 
tional Association ut Victoria, B.C., In 
1009. He has served as treasurer of 
tho Association, and was secretary of 
tho convention held at Ottawa in July, 
1913. In May, 1911, he waB appointed 
a member of the Council of Public In- 
struction for the Province of Quebec, 
and he has come to bc a member of 
most of tho committees on Protestant 
education in the province, Soou after j 
coming out, he was elected president 
of the Protestant Teachers' Associa- 
tion of the Province of Quebec, and, 
on relinquishing office iu 191", was 
elected first vice-president. 

Prof. Dale believes that the object 
of education is to train each individual 
to reach the highest perfection pos- 
slu't to him. He has iihvaye »!iown a 
prcat interest In and has worked en- 
thusiastically for social reform. Prob- 
eUy no man in Cuiu-la understands 
its social problems better than he 
does, lie was Instrumental in found- 
ing the University Settlement of Mout- 
tea. in 1910, and h»- been Its presi- 
dent since that time. This was the 
first Settlement in the city, and its 
success is to bc measured not by Itself 
alone, but by the influence it has ex- 
erted In the general movement toward 
social reform. He has taken a promi- 
nent part In movements for adult edu- 
cation, and was one of the first mem- 
bers of the Committee of the Workers' 
Educational Association, which has 
succeeded in grouping together hun- 
dreds of trades unions, co-operative 
societies, and educational bodies in 
Euglund. At the present time every 
university in the country is undertak- 
ing working-clus3 education under tbe 
auspices of the Association. 

During tho past year when reform 
leaders decided to draw up a course of 
public lectures on social betterment, 
Prof. Dale was at once chosen to bc 
president of the "Forum." 

Prof. Dale has contributed many ar- 
ticles to the literature of the profes- 
sion, which have made his name well 
known, not only in this country, but 
also In the United States and In Great 
Britain, He is the author of many arti- 
cles which have appeared in various 
publications, and which have treated 
of literary as well as educational sub- 
jects. As an illustration we may take 
an article by Prof. Dale which appear- 
ed in tho April number of "Saint 
George," 1909. This Is entitled "On 
Some Definitions of Poetry." This ar- 
ticle alone would go far to show Prof. 
Dale's exceptional commaud of tbe 
English language, and at the same 
time his love of the best English 
poetry. An eminent educationalist bas 
referred to Prof. Dalo as "a young 
man of scholarly attainments and at- 
tractive personality." 

Judged by the standard, "not the 
good that comes to us, but tho good 
that comes to the world through us, 
Is the measure of our success," Prof. 
Dale's life is decidedly successful.

Heaton Hall, 
Manchester, Eng., under the editor- 
ship of Lanee-Corp. B. P. Hoy, of the 
5th King's Liverpool Regiment, pub- 
lishes a sketch of Major R. Tait Mc- 
Kenzle, R.A.M.C., medical officer in 
charge of the depot, in a recent issue.

"The major of the No. O's is a Cana- 
dian, and he was born iu Almonte, 
Ont. He went to the Collegiate Insti- 
tute. Ottawa, and then to McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, from which he grad- 
uated in the year 1S92, and at once 
became house surgeon in the Montreal 
General Hospital, a post he held for 
one year. The next summer he spent 
as surgeon on board one of the Beaver 
Line ships plying between Montreal 
and Liverpool, following which, he 
commenced practice in Montreal, and 
soon became household physician on 
the staff of the Governor-General of 
Canada, holding the post for a year, 
during which he travelled extensively 
throughout Canada, England and Scot- 
land.

Experience showed that many meu 
required specialized training of a light 
character, combined with prescribed 
exercises and massage iu sonic cases, 
in order to make them fit for field 
service, and the regimental depot fa- 
cilities wore insufficient. 

There is no man at present in the 
depot who requires ordinary hospital 
or medical treatment, or who is suf- 
fering from the effects of an infectious 
disease, and every man possesses the 
prospect of fitness for active service 
within six months. 

There are now iu the camp between 
two and three thousand men, aud 
[within a short time the whole of the 
accommodation will be taken up. 

The staff of doctors and massage at- 
tendants is second to none, and the 
direction of mechanical exercises for 
strengthening particular limbs, or 
Joints, is in skilled hands. The massage 
and mechanical exercise rooms at the 
hall arc admirably fitted, and an X- 
ray department will be established al- 
most immediately. 

Several men, specially chosen, are 
at the present time in the hands or a 
qualified gymnastic instructor for 
training in physical exercises with a 
view to their taking over sections of 
men who bave bceu medically sche- 
duled for such treatment. All that 
can possibly be done for the welfare 
of tic men in the camp is being done, 
and nothing that pertains to comfort 
is being overlooked. 



Wldcucr Library Receives Valuable 
Collection 105 Volumes of Horace. 

The Widener Library at Harvard 
has just received a valuable collection 
of 105 volumes of Horace, the gift of 
William Cross Williamson '52. The 
volumes range in date from 1501 to 
1900 and arc tbe handiwork of many 
famous printers and binders. 

One notable book is a product of 
the Aldine Press, dated 1501. Aldus 
Pius Manutius was a Venetian and did 
some of the most excellent work of 
any or the earlier printers. 

Three other editions of the poems 
arc those or Stcphani, 1544; Martinus 
Juvcnus, Paris, 1554, aud a miniature 
volume, very prettily made by Picker- 
ing at London, 1724. There is also a 
superb book, in two volumes, printed 
rrom engraved copper plates by Pine 
in 1 7l!3. 

The iamous printer family, Elzevir, 
is represented in the collection by an 
edition of Horace's works printed at 
Paris in 1070. The Elzevirs were 
i noted for the cleanness, neatness and 
practical elegance of the pages struck 
off from their presses.
